San JIarros while De La Huerta's 
headquarters in A era Cruz claim the 
Obregoni:,ts,lost 100 men m unsuc- 
cessful attempt On San Marcos and 
withdrew after nine hours of fighting. 
One of those killed, according to. the 
rebels was General Cavazos, Obre- 
gon's chief of staff.

Now on,the court's docket IF 
the case fo former Governor "Walton, 
of Oklahoma appealing from his Im- 
peachment resulting from his 3fcht 
with the Klan. 
In the papers filed with the court 


today, the Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan, Inc., are asking the court to re- 
view denial of an injunction, by the 
second federal circuit court of ap- 
peals,- to restrain the Hearst Maga- 
zine 
from * publishing the 
alleged 


stolen papers. 
The Klan brief de- 


clared that an 
important 
principle 


was at stake in that the lower court, 
while sustaining its property right m 
the papers being published, denied 
the injunction although the publish- 
ers "merely stated without a scintillia 
of proof that complainant is engaged 
in a conspiracy against the United 
States." 
This presents an issue "grave and 


far-reaching in effect," said the Klan 
brief, declaring: 
"It is admitted tfiat complainant is 


lawfully organized," the brief con- 
tinued." "It is nowhere alleged that 
complainant is or haa-been charged 
with any crime by the government, 
or by any Individual through^ authori- 
ties constituted "for fHafTptrrp'ose.'"" -- 


Opposing the Klan's move lor Su- 


preme court review of the case, the 
magazine publishers denied that the 
alleged stolen papers had been proved 
to be the Klan's property. Some, .it 
was asserted, were secured from the 
Department of Justice and some from 
private office of hte Klan.

sued by the J. B. Leigler, supervising 
game warden for the Fifth District 
these bearing on collections made un- 
der the state game laws 
in Henry 


county. Last season, the figures show, 
3,000 quail were shot in Henry, 5,000 
rabbits, 2,500 
squirrels, 
and 1,000 


doves. A total of 10 hunting licenses 
were issued in that county aggregat- 
ing SS84 as'compared with 564S dur- 
ing the previous year. The number of 
dog tags sold during last year was 
S701. 
The fees collected from the is- 


suance of hunting- licenses last year 
totalled $1.939.59 which ^sum was de- 
voted to 
schools an droads. 
The 


amount paid into the treasury for dog- 
taxes is held back In order to pay for 
damage done by dogs to stock and to 
provide the usual bounties offered for 
the killing of predatory birdset forth 
In 'the statute. The reside from the 
dog tax. however, goes to th'e school 
and road funds. 
The State Game Department has to 


be self-supporting, and is maintained 
from the hunters' licenses, besides 
the fifteen per 
cent, of a total of 


5307,422.40 (dog licenses), the bal- 
ance as stated, going to the various 
counties, cities and towns over a quar- 
ter of a million dollars. In the sup- 
port of the game department is in- 
cluded the wardens, the game farm. 
fish survey- aricl hatcheries, restocking 
of streams with fish, and the woods 
and fields with birds and other game. 
-Prior- totlre^dojJtnra-of the* "Bake 
Dog Law'' (yr. 1929.) there was less 
than S75.000 per annum _collected in 
Virginia through assessment by Com- 
missioners of Revene. 


Annual survey of game throughout 


the State shows an increase during 
recent years the year 1923 being the 
banner one.

amount of game killed and the esti- 
mate of game in the general survey 
of the State, are procured by game 
wardens in each locality

firmed by huntsmen and landowners. 
The recreational value to our citizens 
is untold.

voted down. The Republican mem- 
bers, with the exception of Frera, of 
Wisconsin, anv insurgent, 
voted to 


postpone committee action on" the 
bonus, and two Democrats, Garner, 
of Texas and Collier, of Mississippi, 
voted with them. 


Mr. Frear offered a formal resolu- 


tion calling for immediate consider^- ' 
tion of the bonus bill. After his pro- 
posal had been rejected unsuccessful 
attempts were made by other bonus 
proponents to have a definite date 
fixed by which time the bonus meas- 
ure would be reported to the House. 


In deciding to take up administra- 
tive provisions of the treasury rax 
revision, the committee followed the 
suggestion of Chairman Green, who 
advocated such a policy after confer-~ 
ences with various Republicans- The 
nrocedure of the committee after dis- 
nosing of the administrative features 
will be to determine whether a bonus 
jill should be reported to the House 
and then to recommend changes Jn 
tax schedules. 


The committee will meet tomorrow 


:o beg-in its study of the administra- 
tive problems but does not xepect to 
hold sessions during the Christian re- 
cess. 


The committee also rejected a reso- 


lution by Hepresentative Tilson, Re- 
publican, Connecticutt providing- for 
disposition of the entire tax reduction 
program before 'any action would be • 
taken on the bonus.

The matter of imposing a tax on 


automobiles and truck* engaged in 
hauling children to ajid from school 
-has been a live issue in this county 
for some time. Deputy Internal Rev- 
enue Collector 
Clinginpeel recently 


secured a list of those engaged in such 
traffic from school trustees tvith a 
view to imposing the tax.

Section 1001. sub-seqtion li, says: 


"Persons carrvmg on the business of 
renting passenger 
automobiles 
for 


hore shall pay £10 for each such 
automobile having a sealing capacity 
of more than two and not more than 
seven, and $20 for each such automo- 
bile having a seating capacity of more 
than seven " 
In a ruling by the treasury depart- 


ment it was held that all persons 
operating or renting passenger auto- 
mobiles in transporting children to 
and from school were subject to the 
tax.The matter TV as taken up with Con- 
gressman J. Murray Hooker by Posie 
J. Hundley, acting for certain parties 
in thi1* county, and a more recent rul- 
ing on the matter was handed down. 
This is that if a man contracts with 
a school board to haul children -he 
i*» subject to the tax. but if he hauls 
his own children and goes along the 
| road and picks up other children, 
perhaps charging something for carry- 
in gthem. he Is not subject to the tax.

' WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 19 — The 


Federal Farm Loan Board urged the 
farmers of the country today to turn 
to diversification of crops and the de- 
velopment of co-operative marketing 
as "the only sound basis for agricul- 
tural prosperity " 


Basing Its observations 
on data 


supplied by the twelve federal land 
bank presidents who have just con- 
cluded their winter conference here, 
the board said in a statement 
that 


conditions in the agricultural Indus- 
try showed a "very satisfactory im- 
provement" but It felt that full ad- 
vantage of the situation might not be 
taken by the farmers unless they di- 
versified crops 
and organised for 


their sale. 


The information furnished by the 


land bank officials gave every reason, 
the statement said, for the belief that 
the Improvement noted in the past 
year-would continue. Collections were 
described as most satisfactory in al- 
most all sections and this was accept- 
ed as indicating that the farmers are 
getting on their feet financially. 


"Agricultural 
conditions on the 


•whole," the statement added, 'con- 
tinue to Improve although there are 
sections whieli, on account of par- 
tial crop failure, the low price of the 
principal crop or scarcity of labor are 
not prosperous These, of course, In- 
clude only a fractional part of the to- 
tal farming area 
The fruit growers 


and cattle raisers appear to be the 


most unfortunate. 
The wheat fann- 


er on the whole has not had a pros- 
perous year." 


"There is every reason, however, 


to believe that this Improvement will 
continue. The most encouraging part 
of the report to the board is the ten- 
dency throughout tho United State* 
to diversify farming. It is our belief 
that diversification 
and co-op-Tativc 


marketing 
furnish 
the only sound 


basis for agricultural prosperity .

A WORLD SAFE FOR THE 


GTOV MAN" 


History tells in a. few lines what 


men spend years discussing. 
Un- 


doubtedly the past has seen its com- 
plications of episode and motive, du- 
plicated 
and 
reduplicated, all of 


•which resolve themselves, with the 
passing of years, into a paragraphic 
comment. It would be vanity to as- 
sume that our agitated days have not 
been lived through before by our an- 
cestors, even though celerity in com- 
munication has multiplied: the ca- 
pacity for rumor. 
"When the time 


comes that the moment's clamor of 
yesterday and today has no further 
echo, history may say, in a. line, that 
the first and marked result of the war 
of 1914-1918 was an extravagance of 
nationalism never -exceeded 'anywhere 
~jn the world before, although its 
shni itude followed virtually every in- 


struggly of record. 
So 


mmon is the result that it scarcely 


, nld be worth history's while to 


rjnicle it, if the gospel of the war 
s-lf had not been ihe very reverse 


"oi that. 
The cry of "nationalism" 


which, in effect, was the kernel of 
self-determination, was set to the 
music of liberty; without knowing 
exactly how it would work out there 
was an implicit understanding that 
self-determination did, in fact, mean 
liberty,- and that liberty included in 
its, element! tolerance and neighbor- 
liness. 


Certainly 
the nationalism which 


was the burden of prayer when this 
country entered the war was very 
broadly interpreted indeed in terms 
of a -world crusade. 


But the nationalism that has re- 


sulted is the narrowest form of na- 
tionalism ever seen; so far from be- 
in^ an altrustic tolerance it is a bit- 
terly suspicious watchfulness and the 
world has been made safe for a dem- 
ocracy which carries guns and a 
sword and controls vast munition 
supplies. Europe today has 1,500,000 
more men under arms tbap she had 
in 1913, and where there were a few 
'broad markets there are today a 
score of jealous states, across which 
railroads push a halting, troubled 
course and in which men flnd it dif- 
ficult to pursue a livelihood. 


It is because of this cynical pas- 


sion In Europe for strict nationalism 
that the United States finds itself at 
the outset, in disadvantageous posi- 
tion la any effort to move toward 
Europe; and for the same reason 
Europe finds the principle it -faiis de- 
nied exemplifies in Jh^ f<ne country 
wfcere Europe seeks to justify ats 
conduct.
